Garrisons, N. Y., Oct 16.— Prom 
the sleep that meaxu refkMhment and 
ntt to the eternal sleep thatkaowino 
waking, plunged in the twinkling of an 
eye yesterday moniing 88 souls— man, 
woman and children. Into the slimy 
bed of the Hadson river a train, laden 
with slnmbering hamanity, ploughed, 
dragging through the waters the passen- 
gers. There was nothing to presage 
the terribii^ accident which so suddenly 
deprived these nnfortanatea of life.

The New York Central train left 
Buffalo Saturday nipht and had pro- 
frrt'ssed for nearly niiu'-ti'iuhs of the 
distanoe toward its destination. The 
engineer and his fireman had just noted 
the gray dawn breaking in the east and 
the light streak of red betokening the 
L sun's appearance, when, with the great 
fl engine, a servant on the rails, a devil 
off, plunged into' the depths of the 
river. Neither engineer nor fireman 
will ever tell the story of that terrible 
moment, for, with hie hand upon the 
throttle, the engineer plunged with his 
engine to the river bottom, and the fire- 
man, loo, was at his post. Behind 
them came the express car, the com- 
bination car and the sleepers, and these 
piled on top of the engine. 

It is known that it was a trifle foggy 
and that the track was not visible, bat 
if there was any break in the lines of 
•teel, it most have been of very recent 
happening, for only an hour before 
there had passed over it a heavy pas.sen- 
ger train laden with human freight. 
Neithte is there an eacplanatlon ready. 
All is conjecture. 

The section of road was supposed to 
be the very best on the entire division. 
There was a heavy retaining wall all 
along the bank and while the tide was 
high Saturday, it was nnpreoi dentcd. 

What seems tq Lave happened was 
that nndemeath the teaeks and ties the 
heavy wall had given away and when 
the great weight of the engine struck 
the niumpported tracks it went crashing 
;^hroagh the rest of the wall snd toppled 
%ver into the river. 

Then thert lu4>pened what on the 
railroad at any other time would have 
canaed disaster bat now proved * T«ry 
blessing. As the train plnnged over the 
embankment the coupling that held the 
last three of the six sleepers broke and 
they miraculously remained on the 



broken track. In that waj SOnM 60 

lives were saved. 

Of eye witnesses there were none ex- 
cept the crew of a tug boat passing 
with a tow. They saw the train with 
its light as it came flashing about the 
curves and then saw the greater part of 
it go into the river, lotns af theeara 
with closed windows floaledand the tug 
whistling for help, cast off its hawser 
and started to the reeone. A p<irter 
jumped from one of the cars that re- 
mained on the track and ran into the 
yard of Augustus Oarr's house, near 
which the accident oociinred, and stood 
soreaming for help and saying: "The 
train is in the river, our passengers are 
drowned." In a few minutes Can* had 
dressed himself and getting a boat 
rowed with porter to the Rcene.HAs 
they turned a point in the bank they 
came upon the express car and the com- 
bination cas floating about 20 feet from 
shore, bat sinking every minate. One 
man was takan from the top of the oar 
and efforts were made to rescue those in- 
side. A few wore gotten out, the pas- 
sengers left upon the track making a 
human bridge to tiM ihON to lak* til* 
wounded out. 

The day coach and smoker had gone 
down in the deeper water and resene 
was impossible. In the latter coach the 
conditions mu.st have been horrible. 
The car turned completely over and the 
pa.ssenger end of it was in the dee par 
water, while the baggage end stood up 
toward the surface. The men in that 
lower end must have fonght like fiends 
for a brief period, for the bodies when 
taken nut were a mass of wounds. 

The wrecked train was known a,s the 
State express It left Buffalo at 7 o'clock 
Saturday night and was due in New 
York at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The train was hauled by Engine 872 
and consisted of one American Bxpres:) 
car, one composite baggage and smok- 
ing car, jne day coach and six sleepers. 
Ponghkee])-ie v.:\^ tlie last stopping 
place of the train before the disaster, at 
6:10 a.m. At this time there were in 
the smoker, in addition to the baggage- 
man. Herman Aoker of Peekskill, who 
was in his compartment, eight Ohinese 
en route from the Canadian border to 
New York, and a middle-aged man, 
supposed to be Thomaa Reilly of 28ti0 
Wisconsin avenue, St. Louis. All of 
these excepting the baggagemastor per- 
ished. 

The day coach contained 18 or 20 pas- 
sengers, many of Whom were women 
and children. How many of these es- 
caped is not known, but at least 13 were 
drowned or killed in this car. Behind 
the coaoh was the six ileepei-s, with 
about 06 passengers. 

The total cargo of hnman freight 
consisted of sometiiing over a hundred 
people. 

At Fishkill, the train lessened its 
speed, as it is its custom to ran from 
that point to Tarrytown at the rate of 
aboat 8S miles an hoar. Most of the 
passengers were asleep, those in the 
sleepers being in their berths, while the 

oceupants of the COach and sin'ikcr 
were for the most part doubled up in 
their seats. 

Just how the train met its awful fate 
will nt ver be fully known, for the men 
whq first felt the danger, Engineer 
John Foyle and Fireman John Tomp- 
kins, lie dead in the cab of their loco- 
motive at the bottom of the Hudson 
river. Conductor Parish, who was in 
cliarge of the train and who was mak- 
ing up his report in one of the cars 
when the crash oame. was rendered on- 
conscious by a blow oil tho head. 
When h3 recovered he was three seats 
ahead of the one in which he had been 
bitting. 

Cue of the trainmen who survived 
the disaster made it his lirst duty to 
ran to the nearest signal tower to tele- 
graph for help. The place where the 
wreck oooarred is father isolated. Xtis 
just at the entraifoe to what is known 
as King's Cnt, three miles south of 
Garrisons and live miles north of Peeks- 
kill. 

Two other express trains were fol- 
lowing close behind the ill-fated state 
express, and the engine of one of them 
was sent to Garrisons for General Man- 
ager J. M. Toncey, who lives there, 
while the other engine hurried to 
Peekskill for medical aid. Mr. Toucey 
was the first otiicial of the railroad at 
the scene, reaching there at 7 :80. The 
engine which brought him there 
steamed to Gold Spring and returned 
with Doctors Winslow, Pillebrown and 
Murdock. In the meantime Doctors 
Charles and Perley Mason, J. M Til 
den, P. O. Snowden and E. D. Lynn 
bad arrived, and all the doctors were 
sooia at work among the injured. 

At 8 o'olook one ol the express trains 
left the sceno with the man who bad 
died on the track and about ib injured 
persons. The dead man and five in- 
jured were^left as Peekskill, where the 
injured were tiUcen to the Helping Hand 
hospital, while the train proceeded to 
New iTork with the rest of the injared. 
This train , had hardly left the scene of 
the disaster, when a special engine ar- 
rived there bringing DiviHion Superin- 
tendent McCoy and Trainmasters 
Wickes' and Stack from Tarrytown, 
andalinost simultaneously a wrecking 
train Isrrivad from Peekskill and an- 
other oame from Pooghkeepsie. The 
officials \ww at once that the wreokiag 
COTS would be of Uttle avail in raising 
the cars Irum their position in the nver. 



wnere they wore almost completely sub- 
merged, so the Chapman Wre king 
company of New York was notified to 
send a river derr ick and floats to raise 
the cars. 

Before 10 o'clock a largs number of 
oorioas spectaton had gathered at the 

scene, coining from the nearby towiH 
and villages by trains, wagons, bicydi'^ 
and boats. The nnmber of morbidly 
curious steadily increased as the day 
wore on, and excursion boats even came 
from places far ap and down the river, 
all loaded to the water's edge, until at 
mid-aftemoon there were fully 10,000 
about the wreck. It required the ut- 
most exertion on the part of Chief 
Humphrey of the railroad j>o!ice and 
his force of detectives to hold these peo- 
ple far enough in check to allow the 
railroad man to p roceed with their 
work. 

Ohifef Humphrey did good work in 

recovering valuables, and if there were 
any thievex about they got no oppor- 
tunity to ply their trade. 

The American Express company had 
a number of its agents at the scene 
early in tha day, bat thoy were power- 
lesa to do anything as no attempt was 
made to raije their car. It was said 
that this car contained thousands of 
dollara' worth of valuables, but the o!M- 
cials said that all would be recovered 
as the valuables were in a stationary 
safe attached to the cor. It was first 
thought that the express messenger. 
John Smith of Buffalo, N. Y. , had lost 
his life, but it was subseiiuently li arnf d 
that he had boon rescued by one of th'' 
tugs and sent to New York with ths 
first lot of survivors. 

Before noon General Manager Toucey 
had formed an estimate of the number 
of dead, which he placed at 88, and no 
change in thin estimate has been made 
since tlien. A. E. l^rackeii, cornlnetor 
of thr \Va!.'ncr"s cr.rs. was able to ac- 
Cfiuiit for all his jiasscnj^'ers (■-.•■i i^tiMtf 
five, and he was not sure that tht y 
were in the wreck, as they might havi 
escaped and gone to New York without 
his knowledge. 

When a diver arrivod from New 
York in the afternoon the first thing he 
did was to go tlirough the tlirt-e sub- 
merged sleeping cars. He reported 
that lie foond no bodies, but said that 
one or mora might be under the berths, 
which were in great confusion. 

It was !? o'c'.ock before the derrick 
and h<Mstiiig engine could raise the 
combination cars consisting of the 
smoker and baggage compartments to 
such a position that the top of it was 
out of the water. Slowly the big load 
began to rise and in a few minutes it 
had been turned over so that the win- 
dows were clear ef the water. The 
body of a man came out of a window as 
the car was being brought to the shore. 
A boiit was nearby and the oarsmen se- 
cured the body. It was the first life- 
lesaformof any of the passengers to 
be rescued. 

A passenger coach without seats was 
close at hand, and the body was carried 
thither and deposited on the floor. The 
man was about Ho years. His head was 
partly bald and a bushy beard tinged 
with gray covered his face. He was 
dressed in cheap clothes and his shoes 
were cheap ones. A O. A. R. badge 
was fastened to the breast of his vest. 
The busy rescuers did not have time 
then to make any inquiry us to who he 
was but simply tore off a slip of pap< r, 
wrote "Body No. 1," and pinned it on 
his coat and left him to look for others. 
By the time they had returned the der- 
rick had drawn the car to the bank ami 
the work of getting the passengers who 
had come to sui-h uu untimely end was 
under way. The ue:irrhers were only 
able to find eight Chinamen, and they 
were all carried to the morgue car. They 
were laid in a row, numbered and were 
ready for identification. 

The derrick next palled the day coach 
to the shore and the searching parties 
were able to reach it. Although it is 
known that there were many more per- 
sons in the coach, but six bodies were 
recovered, and two of these were 
women. They were all placed sida by 
side. The last body was recovered at 
6 ;4.">. 

Coroner Woods ot Cold "Spring was 
on the scene and he and several assist- 
ants were soon at work at the task of 
identifying the bodiea. 

At 9 p. m. the coroner gava orders for 
the removal of the bodies to undertak- 
ing establishments at Cold Spring, 
where they will be embalmed and held 
a day for identification. 

(.'ne of the few occui>ants of the 
coach who escajx'd was Frank. I. Degan, 
a wood finibher of New York. His left 
eye was cut by broken glass and his 
botiy was sligiitly bruised. Mr. Degan 
made this statement : 

"With my friend, W. H. (r. Myt rs 
of Passaic, N. J , who was killed in the 
car from which I escapeed. I liad been 
to Pouglikeepsie We boarded the train 
at that place and took a seat in the 
coaoh. Three other people got on at 
Poughkeepsie, one was a woman and 
the two others were men, one of whom 
looked Uke a railroad employe. As near 
as I can judge there were 18 people in 
the coaoh, moat of them being wmnen 
and children, and nearly all e( tham 
were asleep. 

•■Myers and I sat in the middle of the 
car. When the crash came the car gave 
a great lurch and rolled over on its ilde. 
The water rushed in and almost in- 
stantly the lights went out. I knew 
we were in the river and the car seemed 
to plough through the water for some 
time after it was submerged. 



"Tfte car wns tilted oVer on one side 
and I managed to reach the fan li>;ht 
overhead and cling to it until help 
came. 

"I heard peojile in the back part of 
the car groaning as if they were pinned 
fast. It was K') dark that I could see no 
one and I think the pa«se!igers muKt 
have drowned like rats, .\fter a wliile, 
it st emeil an a^e, I heard people ou top 
of tile ear and ati ax crashed throupli 
the roof. The noise of that ax in the 
Fjilintercd timbers made the sweetest 
music I ever h(! rd in my life, .Soon 
thev had a hole cnt in the roof and 
pulled me out through it. A man and 
a boy (father and son) were also res- 
cued in the same way but I knew of no 
other occupants of the coach escaping. 
The car at this time was flnating but 
fast tilling with water and we put 
ashore in a row boat. I am sure tnat 
my friend Myers was drowned."

Seattu. Wash., Oct. 25.— The steam- 
er Humboldt arrived last night with 

five men from Dawson City, leaving 
there Sept. H. and three men from 
Minok and other points on the Yukon, 
They say no gold will come out this fall 
as this steamer has taken the last of 
those who have ooma down the Yukon. 
The river is already fraaen hard and 
boats are laid up for tha winter. 

The Humboldt left St. Michael's Oct. 
;). The live men from Dawson are 
.lohn F. Miller and Frank E. Sims of 
this city, C. A. Harrison of Atchison, 
Kan. : William Dubel of New Jersey, 
and William I'raundof Black Diamond, 
Wash. Tliey wert- pa»>senKers on the 
river steamer Margaret. When thev 
found the mouth of the river blocked 
with ice, they reicjlved tocome overland 
at all ha/.arda. For sewn days they 
crept forward through terrible wind and 
snowstorms. Some ot thnm fell in their 
trai'ks and had to be helped by their 
stronger companions. They crossed the 
river covered with thin ice by lying 
down and pushing their pack before 
them : and at night they sought shelter 
from the storm by huddliuK in au Eski- 
mo tent or lying uuproterK d from tha 
biting wind s.ive by blankets. 

< if the .".iKMi or ti.iiOU people in Daw- 
son and vicinity at least l.OUUwillbe 
obliged to flee from impending starva- 
tion. Up to Sept. :5, when tiie Miller 
party left Dawson, new arrivals num- 
bered from three to 20 people daily and 
there is no doubt that that ratio will b(! 
continued all winter. Three hundred 
men were woi king in the gulches and 
in the hills were several pros]>ectors, all 
of wliuiu kn<-w nothing of the shortage 
and was di'ijcnding on the company 
stores for provi-ions. ( >no way of re- 
lief is open to the miners. Five hun- 
dred or 1,000 could winter at Circle 
City, 100 miles below Duws(jn, and 
draw their supplies by dog train from 
Fort Yukon.

There is no doubt that the peojjle of 
Dawson have been a^ive to the situation 
for si.x weeks, 

"Our leavinsr" says Sims, "was the 
beginning of a stampede for grub." 

TransjMirtfttion companies at St. Mi- 
chael's and Fort Yukon claim the 
liciuor tratbc has no appreciable efYect 
on the supply of provisions. Not more 
than :!<) tons of liquoi:, they .say, has 
gone into the country. 

With the blockage of Yukon every 
possibility vanishes of treasured y the 
steamer Portland. No gold will come 
out this year. 

There is any amount of cold at Daw- 
son. It is not unusual to see liorses 
loaded with dust. P>ut the mines :ir« 
owned by men who know their value. 
"One sees it on every hand," the re- 
tuiniiig miners say. "It seems plenti- 
ful, but yon must remember it was more 
plentiful in the United States treasury 
and is just as hard to get. People who 
tlock to the mines expecting to pi. k up 
gold in the grass roots do not ruolize 
what they are up against."

Madkid, Oct. 25.— A government 
note protestiiiff against tilibastering 
will be handed to United States Min- 
later Woodford tod»y. There is no 
doabt that the government's reply will 
represent the deep feeling of the na- 
tion. The note dwells at lenxth ou 
filibneteriug and "other material and 
moral assittance which has chiefly < on- 
tritmted to the rise and doratiou of the 
reMUott Mid which in torn hasdun- 
ayed American interests." 

It clearly intimates that Spain can 
not continne the "forbearanoe shown 
by Senor Canoras del Castillo and the 
Duke of Tetnan dnring the past two 
yean," and that she now calls npon the 
American goremment to "fttlful more 
strictly in the fotnre the roles and 
duties of international law," becanse 
"the BQCcess of the new homo mle pol- 
icy and the speedy pacification of Cuba 
chiefly depend upon the condoot of the 
United States. " 

LOOKS VERY WARLIKE. 

Spala Will Strengthen H«r Naval FoMM 
In tba Carribean 9ea. 

London', Oct. 25. — The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says : "The 
Spanish press nnanimonsly supports the 
attitade of the government, which it 
calls eminently sober and dignified ; bat 
the impression is that the controversy 
with |the United States lias reached a 
critical stage which may be the prelude 
to a rnptore. 

"I spoke with three members of the 
cabinet yesterday who in almost inden- 
tical words contended that Spain has 
the right, after her treinendoas sasri- 
flees in Cuba, to demand the observance 
of international neutrality by other na- 
tions. One of tlioin added : 2SS 

" 'The Gordiau knot is the United 
States, witliout whose help the rebel- 
lion would Ion;; ago have been sup- 
pressed. Wo do not want war, but 
every European nation will approve of 
our defense of our international rights. ' 

"The Spanish naval forces in the 
Carribean sea will be strengthened on 
the pretext of a necessity for ^creased 
riglance ou the Cuban coast." 



HOTIL ••• DE STROYED BY FIRE. 

Tkrce Paraon* llurned to Dpntli and Seven 
More Severely Injured. 

Oil City, Pa., Oet. ','5.— Three per- 
sons were horned to death and seven 
more were severelj Injured in a fire 
that destroyed the Hotel Brooklyn at 
Kellettvillo. '2r, miles sodtheast of Oil 
City, on Sunday morning, at an early 
hour. The buildinK was a S-story one, 
roughly built of double boards and 
burned like tinder. At 2 o'clock in the 
morning, when the flreman first dis- 
covered it. there were 17 persons asleep 
in the hotel. At that time the fire, 
which had originated on the second 
floor of the building, shut oft all retreat 
from the floor above. Six men on the 
second floor and flre on the third, saved 
themselTes by jumping from the win* 
dows to the grouna below, but there 
was none of these who eooapod without 
severe bums or hurts. 

Those killed are : 

Professor Tucker, aged about 65 
years, who traveled about the country 
giving stereopticon exhibitions, and is 
supposed to have come from Zwicklej, 
near Fittsbuiv. 

Andrew Solsgiver of Tionesta, a mail 
carrier, aged 21 years, and partially 
paralysed. 

Miss Kate Miller of Kcllcttville, aged 
19 years. 

Miss Emma Kiser, a teacher in the 
Kellettville schools, was so badly 
burned about the face and body, and so 
severely injured by jumping from the 
second stmr of the hotel, that she may 
die. 

What remained of the bodies ot 
Tucker and Salsgiver were gathered to- 
gether, and were not enough to fill an 
ordinary cigar box. 

The fire is supposed to have orig- 
inated by Professor Tucker knocking 
over a lamp in his bedroom, as he had 
had the toothache and used the lamp 
for making hot applications.

Everything 
KoUl up to pravion* week's prices, and we think 
the- goods from 10 to 16 cents were even higher. 
There was unabated biddinx by manufactnrcn<, 
and thouKb it Is said that they are well supplied, 
nnil prepared to meet the conditions of a short 
<Top, they M'cm hs i nircr as ever to make iiur- 
chases, l)i>th on the Irrcaks and privately, ciuite a 
number of private ssle^ having lieeu made in the 
last few w'eeks. 

Receipts continued linhlcr thmi the miIi s. (ui- 
ther reducing the stoclis in inarki l. Tliere is 
quite an amount of totmc ro yet to Iji- shipjud in 
the hands of country dealers, and this will help 
to supply the trade until the new i* ready for 
Uie, but there la har<lly any <ild tobacco left in 
the hands of farmers, and stocks in the open 
market at the close of the year will necessarily be 
lighter than in ordinary yean, while they will, 
of course, be laiger than usual in the hands of 
tbe mannfaotuers. 

In viewing tbe events of the leaf tobacco trade 
for the present year tlta mostremarkable feature 
is the elootncas in prioa whicb medium grades 
have got to Am lobaeoo, fiequeatly leaving 
a spans onlyot one and S oenti bettmn tbem, 
and sbowlog that there is leally only very little 
•Uvanoe on flna tobaeoo, while that on tow and 
medinm grades readies to ilgnrss two, tbiee and 
even fonr fold as high as last winter. Sdil these 
goods. In the presence of prevailiag circum- 
stances, are not considered too blgb, but they 
simply sbow by compariion to wbai almost in- 
credibly low point values bad sunken In the re- 
cent general depression. 

The Farmers' and Shijipers' Warehouse Com- 
pany's circular says : 

We are glad to lie able to report ft strong 
market on tobacco, with smne a<lvftnce, |irice.s 
ruling higher than at any time during tlie sea- 
son. 

The conditions surromdliiK leaf tobacco have, 
perhaps, never been cjiuillcd during the pa.st 
twenty-flvc |yi iirs, and they lead lo the belief 
that wr -li I HI t at least as much money for 
the weed as was paid five years ago. This posi- 
tion Is strongly supported by tbe fact that the 
manufacturers who have taken the most interest 
In looking at the igrowing crop of ''.)/, since that 
crop has be^n bouaed.aro the most liberal buy- 
ers uf tobacco we have. It Is evident that they 
are fortifylnf themselves by laying in large 
stocks, tlie wisdom ot whieh conrte will not be 
be qusstionad by any well-informed person ou 
tbe sabjeet. So taking lato coaatderation all of 
tbe stirroandings it is piettf nfe to assome that 
present prioss of tobaew win be malatalned and 
a farther advauee is among the strong probabili- 
ties. Yet we see no reason tor changing tbe ad- 
vice given la itbese drenlara heretofore to our 
eustomeis to sell moderately each week a portion 
of their holdings, as they are realising a go<id 
living profit on tbeir purchases (pr tbe flrat tiiKe 
in four years, and by moderate selling they wil] 
be participants in whatever advance mjty oome 
in the fatais."
